A CONFERENCE THREE THOUSAND MILES LONG. 


Since the days of Chaucer there has always been something 
especially attractive about the going on a pilgrimage. The social 
instincts come out strongly when we travel together, and one 
of the redeeming features of a long journey is that people become 
acquainted with each other in a way that nothing else gives 
such an opportunity for. 

The National Conference has once or twice called for far 
travel for most of its members and they have been well repaid 
for the effort and expense. 

No one who went on the Conference Special in 1889, from 
Chicago to San Francisco, will ever forget that delightful journey. 
Many who crossed the continent with us have traveled since 
then a still longer road, which each must take by himself. To 
recall their names is a sad pleasure. Oscar McCullocti, Albert 
G. Byers, Charles S. Hoyt, John Glenn, H. S. Shurtleff, Gardiner 
Tufts, Mrs. E. B. Fairbanks, Mrs. A. B. Richardson, Mrs. A. 
Jacobs, were known to every member of the Conference, and are 
still missed every year. And among the friends who greeted us 
so heartily when we arrived and gave us such delightful hospi- 
tality are some who can ill be spared. Dr. Charlotte Blake 
Brown, Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper are among them. Many others 
who took that journey, who had a warm place in the hearts of-a 
few who knew them have also joined the maiority. Mrs. Elder 
and Dr. Wells of Indianapolis, Miss Sarak Parker of Boston, 
Mrs. Hastings H. Hart, are of these latter ones. 
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There are a few also, such as Andrew Elmore and Bishop 
Gillespie, Mrs. Louise Seymour Houghton, and Mr. A. O. 
Wright, whom we prized as members and who are still with us 
in sympathy although no longer able to attend the sessions of the 
Conference, who helped to make the pilgrimage to the coast the 
happy occasion it was. 

The Conference is a far larger thing than it was fifteen years 
ago and a train of five Pullman cars such as took the eastern 
members to San Francisco, will not begin to carry the company 
who will go to Portland next July. In the words of Dr. Smith 
the president, we may expect a Conference three thousand miles 
long. It is the opportunity, perhaps, of a life time, and those 
who value the Conference as the annual meeting of their most 
valued and sympathetic friends, will certainly wish to embrace it. 

All those who intend, or greatly desire to go, are urgently 
requested to write at once to the General Secretary and apprize 
him of the fact. To make the journey as pleasant as it may be 
made, we should go together. 

The rendezvous is St. Paul, but we may join company earlier. 
Personally conducted parties will start from St. Louis, Chicago, 
New York and Boston and possibly from other points. Those 
who join such parties will be spared much of the trouble and 
annoyance that attend a long journey, and will gain the pleasures 
of pilgriming, as they cannot when they go alone. 


PORTLAND AND THE CONFERENCE. 


There is no section of the country so anxious to entertain the 
Conference as the Pacific Coast and nowhere else are the great 
questions of charity pressing more urgently for a wise solution. 
There is no reason to doubt that the attendance will be as large 
at Portland of the west as it was last year at Portland of the east. 
It is certainly the opportunity of a lifetime to make the trip 
across the continent. The journey of the official train will be 
a traveling university on the subject of charities. The lectures 
will be free and easy conversation and the faculty the leading 
experts of this Conference.

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THE LEWIS AND CLARK EXPOSITION. 


The Conference will gain many additional attendants from 
the fact that the Western World’s Fair is to be held in Portland 
this year. From a _ pamphlet 
published by the Exposition 
management we give a few e:-- 
tracts and cuts of some of the 
buildings now finished. The 
natural scenic features of Ore- 
gon are most attractive and the 
Exposition is so located as to 
take advantage of these to the 
fullest extent. 

In choosing the site for the 
Exposition the many interests of 
the city were duly considered, 
with the result that the most con- 
venient, the most beautiful and 
the most picturesque site was selected. It occupies 402 acres 
adjoining the principal residential district of Portland. 

The beauty of the site and superb view to be had from it, 
are far beyond an adequate description. They must be seen to 
be thoroughly appreciated. Nestling at the base of the foothills 
of the Cascade Range, on the gentle slopes and terraces overlook- 
ing Guild’s Lake and the Willamette River, with an unobstructed 
view of 65 miles which embraces the snow-capped peaks of Mt. 
Hood and Mt. St. Helens, the site presents a picture entirely 
original in exposition building. There is no need here to build 
papier mache mountains as scenic accessories for refreshment 
purposes. One may sit on a commanding roof garden and while 
dining drink in the pictorial sublimeness of real snow peaks of 
mountains that rival the Alps in grandeur. Of the gross area of 
the site, 180 acres are on the mainland and 60 acres form a penin- 
sula extending out into Guild’s Lake, a fresh water body 220 
acres in extent, which is separated from the Willamette River 
by a narrow strip of land. In the river may be seen the heaviest 
of draft vessels of all nationalities and during the Exposition

warships of our own and other nations will be anchored here, 
adding a picturesque feature to the water front. 

The Exposition grounds arc made up of hill and dale, and in 
one portion a natural park of trees and shrubs affords an oppor- 
tunity for landscape work of a most attractive character. 


EUROPEAN EXHIBITS PALACE, 


The European Exhibits building stands on the left of Colum- 
bia Court, the central plaza of the Exposition, which is embellished 
by sunken gardens with purling fountains and beautiful exotic 
plants. The building is in the design of the Spanish Renaissance 
and possesses many graceful features. Each corner of the struc- 
ture is set off by towers, having open arches on the sides guarded 
by ornamental balustrades. The main entrance is through a 
huge semi-circular arch. The face of the arch is richly adorned 
with flowers, vases and allegorical figures woven into a scroll 
of bas relief.

From the center of the buildings rises a huge square tower, 
topped on each corner by smaller towers. In the center is a 
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roof garden, the sides of the tower forming a surrounding 
loggia. Here, during the Exposition, will be located a first- 
class ‘restaurant Where one may dine, and view the surrounding 
scenery to good advantage. At each end of the structure be- 
tween the corner towers is a broad vestibule divided into three 
arches by plain, square pillars.. Each archway leads to a wide 
double door below a decorated classic window and above each 
arch is a highly ornamental quatrefoil window. The main walls 
are relieved by similar windows in the upper tier, the lower tier 
being of simple design. 

Within the building, broad stairways lead from each corner 
and the middle of the east and west walls to the towers and 
roof garden. Ample light is furnished from skylights along the 
center of the roof. 

The building is 100 by 462 feet in size and cost $51,720. All 
exhibits from European countries are installed in this structure. 


ORIENTAL EXHIBITS PALACE, 


The Oriental Exhibits building, which contains all exhibits 
from Oriental countries, stands between the Forestry building and 
the European Exhibits building, its cream tints shining out in 
contrast with the dark brown of the former. The structure is 
308 by 160 feet in size and cost $55,425. The entrances are on 
the south, east and west fronts under lofty classic arches sweeping 
up to the roof with broad cornices. 


The central part of the roof is a great half cylinder, term- 
inating at the north end in an apex, a skylight all along the apex 
of the roof admitting abundant light. At each corner are two 
square turrets, each of which has open arches overlooking small 
balconies. A tasteful balustrade surrounds the roof, and at 
intervals among its small columns are broad, square pillars, which 
support flags, poles and vases alternately. 

The side walls are adorned with fluted Corinthian pilasters 
with ornamental capitals, and between each pair of them are 
windows in two tiers adorned in bas relief. The interior is one 
large central hall. Six broad stairways, one at each side of 
each entrance, lead to a gallery over the aisles. 
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LAKEVIEW TERRACE, 


Columbia Court, the central landscape feature of the Expo- 
sition, terminates on the north in Lakeview terrace, which is 
one of the beauty spots of the grounds. From a broad parapet 
at the head of a series of terraces of velvety lawns dotted with 
beds of blooming roses, the Grand Stairway leads down to an 
ornate boat landing on the shore of Guild’s Lake, the natural

“Grand Basin” of the Western World’s Fair. The stairway is 
flanked on either side by massive balustrades, with pedestals sup- 
porting electroliers of frosted lamps. On each side of the stair- 
way the grounds are terraced and benches are provided for the 
comfort of visitors who will gather here to listen to the music 
and witness the pyrotechnic displays on the lake. At the foot 
of this series of steps is a purling fountain, pouring into a basin 
decorated with water nymphs. 


COLONNADE ENTRANCE AND ADMINISTRATION BUILDING. 


The main entrance to the Lewis and Clark Exposition 
grounds is an ornate circular colonnade of a double row of

lonic columns surmounted by a graceful peristyle with highly 
ornamental balustrades. On the facade are inscribed the pro- 
phetic words, of which the Exposition celebrates the fulfillment : 


“Westward the Course of Empire Takes its Way.” 


The Administration building flanks one end of the entrance 
while the Fire Department and Public Comfort buildings term- 
inate the other. The Administration is a plain, oblong business- 
like structure, two stories, and will contain the executive offices 
of the Exposition. The Fire Department building is of the same 
character, but square with a tower on one corner. Beyond is 
the Public Comfort building in the same style.

THE PROGRAM. 


This will contain possibly more new matter than any recent 
program has held. The committees are at work and there is no 
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doubt that we shall have a large attendance of the old leaders 
as well as the new ones. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION, 


This will be ample and the rates will be strictly moderate. 
The prevailing rate for accommodations in European hotels and 
private houses will be $0.75 to $1.50 a day for rooms only. In 
boarding houses and hotels from $2 to $3 per day will be required. 
The Hotel Portland, which is the best hotel on the Coast and one 
of the best in the country, will be headquarters and intending 
delegates will do well to write to the Hotel Committee soon 
and secure rooms, if they wish to stay at the headquarters hotel.

THE EXPENSE OF THE. TRIP. 


A careful estimate has been made of the actual necessary cost 
of the trip including railway ticket with privilege of return by 
different route, sleeping-car fare (two people in a berth), meals 
on the dining-car and ten days accomodation in Portland, and it 
is calculated that the total expense does not need to exceed $75.25 
from St. Paul, $88.75 from St. Louis and $92.50 from Chicago. 
These rates are based upon accommodations in standard Pullman 
sleepers, two persons in a berth, and meals on the diners going. 
This does not include berth or meals on the return journey. 


RAILWAY ARRANGEMENTS. 


To make so long a trip agreeable and successful the mem- 
bers must travel together, soa Conference route has been planned. 
*While east of Chicago no definite line has been decided upon, it 
is certain that delegates will get together in New York and another 
group of them perhaps in Boston and travel together to the gen- 
eral rendezvous at Chicago or St. Paul. From Chicago the 
route is by the Chicago Great Western and from St. Paul by 
the Northern Pacific. These are two of the best roads in the 
country and their appointments first class in every respect. Com- 
ing back the passengers may choose another route, but the choice

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must be made when buying the ticket in the first instance. 
There are several very attractive routes returning and the scenic 
journey either westward or eastward is a thing to be long remem- 
bered. By paying $11 extra, passengers may return by way of 
San Francisco, or $10 extra will provide for traveling over the 
Canadian Pacific. It is proposed to arrive at St. Paul on Wed- 
nesday morning, July 12th, spending the day sightseeing in the 
twin cities and leaving on the evening train so as to arrive in 
Portland on Saturday. 

The eastern contingent when they arrive at Chicago, will be 
met by a Committee of the Bureau of Charities headed by Mr. 
Bicknell who will have made the arrangements for sleepers, etc.

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A NEW PROFESSORSHIP AT COLUMBIA 
UNIVERSITY. 


The promised, or hoped for, co-operation of The School of 
Philanthropy of New York, with Columbia University, has been 
made positive. 

Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, of New York, has endowed a new chair 
at the University to be known as the Chair of Social Work and 
Mr. Edward T. Devine, Secretary of the New York Charity 
Organization Society and Director of the School of Philanthropy 
has been chosen to fill it. 

Enrolled students of the school, who are otherwise qualified, 
may now attend any of the lectures at Columbia, as approved 
by the directors of the school. The lecture courses at the school 
will be arranged so that its students may attend Dr. Devine’s 
lectures at Columbia. 

While the affiliation with Columbia University is thus made 
effective, this will not preclude co-operation with other colleges. 
Arrangements are pending with several of the Institutions of 
Higher Education, in New York and other cities, by which 
their students will be admitted to the privileges of the School 
of Philanthropy. 

Extension courses will be given at several colleges next year 
by members of the Faculty of the School of Philanthropy and the 
promise of great and growing usefulness is highly encouraging.

THE SUMMER SCHOOL OF PHILANTHROPY. 


The Committee on Philanthropic Education of the New York 
Charity Organization Society has regretfully accepted the resig- 
nation of Dr. Philip W. Ayres, who for seven years has been 
Director of the Summer School. The vacancy has been filled 
by the appointment of Dr. Carl Kelsey, Ph. D., Associate Pro- 
fessor of Economics at the University of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Kelsey is an alumnus of the summer school. He has had 
some years experience in philanthropic work in a professional 
capacity and is well qualified for his new duties. - 

The school will open June 19th and continue for six weeks. 
It will be divided into three’ departments, first, Institutional 
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Charity and Correction; second, The Care of Needy Families in 
their Homes, and Child Helping Agencies; third, Constructive 
Social Work. The departments will be in charge of persons 
highly qualified to direct them. The usual program of lectures, 
discussions, etc., will be carried out. Visits to the numerous 
institutions of the city will be paid and the students will have 
access to the offices of the Charity Organization Society. 

The enrollment fee is $10 and a limited number of scholar- 
ships are available, some of which include enough money to pay 
the student’s expenses, as well as give him free tuition. 

The advantages of this school to persons engaged in Social 
Work, either as professional or volunteer workers, who desire 
to enlarge their experience and gain a wider point of view, 
should make its attendance very large. 

Societies and institutions could make no wiser use of funds, 
than in sending their employes to attend this most valuable source 
of education.
